May  Opens  Busy  National  Holiday  Season 

I  RAQ,  Paraguay,  Norway,  Cuba,  Hashemite  Kingdom  of  the  Jordan, 
*  Afghanistan,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  have  at  least  one  thing  in 
common.  Each  country  celebrates  its  national  holiday  this  month.  Four  of 
these  widely  separated  lands  are  observing  their  independence  day :  Para¬ 
guay,  on  the  14th;  Cuba  (illustration,  back  cover),  on  the  20th;  Jordan, 
on  the  25th ;  and  Afghanistan  (illustration,  inside  cover) ,  on  the  27th. 

On  May  2,  Iraq  celebrated  the  king’s  birthday.  Constitution  Day,  on 
the  17th,  is  Norway’s  national  holiday.  For  the  Union  of  South  Africa, 
it  is  Union  Day,  May  31.  Not  a  national  holiday,  but  a  big  occasion  in 
Canada  and  elsewhere  in  the  British  world  is  Empire  Day,  May  24. 

Philippines  Share  Fourth  of  July 

Only  July  and  September  have  more  national  celebrations  than  May. 
Thirteen  of  the  72  independent  countries  represented  diplomatically  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  (illustration,  cover),  bring  out  the  bunting  in  July. 
On  the  July  list  are  Canada’s  Canada  Day,  July  1 ;  the  Independence  Day 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Philippines,  July  4;  and  Bastille  Day  in 
France,  July  14. 

September  holds  nine  of  the  festive  dates.  Except  for  New  Zealand’s 
holiday  on  the  26th,  all  September  national  celebrations  are  in  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica.  Five  of  the  six  Central  American  republics  observe  September  16  in 
common,  having  gained  freedom  from  Spain  on  that  date  in  1821.  Panama, 
the  sixth,  was  part  of  Colombia  until  1903,  when  it  seceded  on  November 
3,  now  its  national  holiday. 

August  is  tied  with  May  this  year,  with  seven  national  holidays 
apiece.  May  lost  one  when  Israel’s  celebration  moved  to  April.  The  Israeli 
occasion  is  fixed  on  the  Jewish  calendar,  which  is  ofiicial  in  the  new  coun¬ 
try.  The  date  therefore  moves  from  year  to  year  on  the  Gregorian  calen¬ 
dar,  which  is  followed  by  the  Western  world. 

August  also  lost  a  national  holiday  to  April  when  Wilhelmina  of  the 
Netherlands  passed  her  queenly  crown  to  her  daughter  Juliana.  The 
Netherlanders  hoist  their  flags  highest  on  the  birthday  of  their  ruler,  and 
the  shift  was  from  August  31  in  1948  to  April  30  in  1949. 

England  Waits  for  Good  Weather 

No  less  than  ten  other  states  on  the  Washington  diplomatic  list  also 
have  national  holidays  that  change  with  the  ruler.  The  list  includes  Den¬ 
mark,  Egypt,  Ethiopia,  Great  Britain,  Iran,  Iraq,  Luxembourg,  Saudi 
Arabia,  Sweden,  and  Siam  (Thailand) . 

All  celebrate  the  rulers’  birthdays  except  Saudi  Arabia  whose  January 
holiday  marks  Ibn  Saud’s  ascent  to  the  throne.  Great  Britain,  with  a  prac¬ 
tical  eye  to  holiday  weather,  observes  George  Vi’s  birthday  in  June,  though 
the  anniversary  actually  comes  on  December  14.  Keeping  Britain  com¬ 
pany  with  June  national  holidays  are  Italy,  Sweden,  and  Iceland.
